(First  published,  after  having  received  the  assent  of  the  President  in  the  ' Gujarat 
Government  Gazette  on  the  29th  December  1966). 

An  Act  further  to  amend  the  Gujarat  Panchayats  Act,  1961  so  as  to  make  provi- 
sions therein  regarding  Gramdan  in  pursuance  of  the  Gramdan  movement 
initiated  by  Acharya  Vinoba  Bhave. 

It  is.  hereby  enacted  in  the  Seventeenth  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as 
follows  : —
